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Suit: Brown failed to protect women 
from sexual misconduct 


(AP) - Brown University has systematically 
and repeatedly failed to protect women from 
rape and other sexual misconduct, according 
to a federal class action lawsuit filed recently 
by four current and former female students. 


The suit, which was filed last Friday in Providence 
federal court, alleges the Ivy League school in 
Rhode Island actively prevented the reporting of 
incidents of sexual violence and perpetuated a cul- 
ture of silence on campus. 


One of the women said she was advised against 
making a formal complaint after being sexually as- 
saulted at a party hosted by rugby team members 
because it happened off-campus, where officials 
said it would be more difficult to hold someone 
accountable. 


Another said the university found her alleged as- 
sailant responsible for her sexual assault, but then 
named him a speaker at the school’s commence- 
ment ceremony while he was appealing the case. 
The woman said the university overturned his 
assault finding and sanctioned her after she went 
public with her concerns about his role in com- 
mencement. The male student ultimately didn’t 
speak at graduation. 


Kim Evans, one of the lawyers representing the 
women, said Monday that the women’s experienc- 
es dealing with university administrators are par- 
ticularly shocking given they come years after the 
#MeToo movement sparked a global reckoning on 
sexual misconduct. 


“It’s hard enough for a survivor of abuse to come 
forward with their truth, even under the best cir- 
cumstances,” she said. “But here we have Brown 
survivors who are met with apathy and indiffer- 
ence, which makes a really hard situation even 
more traumatic.” 





Cass Cliatt, the university’s senior vice president 
for communications, said Monday that the univer- 
sity is aware of the lawsuit but has not been for- 
mally served. 


She said in an email that Brown has taken a “strate- 
gic and sustained approach” to confronting sexual 
misconduct on campus, including recommenda- 
tions from the university’s sexual assault task force 
released in 2015. 


“Brown has made it an institutional priority to cre- 
ate an environment in which no incident of sexual 
violence is tolerated, and the experiences and per- 
spective of students and others impacted by sexual 
violence have been instrumental in informing the 
actions we’ve taken,” she said. 





In a joint statement, the four women named in the 
suit dismissed the school’s recent efforts as “be- 
grudging, minor changes to policy and procedure” 
that have “failed to ameliorate the rampant public 
health crisis of sexual violence” on campus. 


“The so-called systems of justice and support at 
Brown, as well as the faculty, staff and administra- 
tors who implement them, actively perpetuate and 
exacerbate the injustices and harm they claim to 
remedy,” the women said. “Survivors at Brown are 
silenced, harmed, dismissed and discouraged from 
seeking justice by the university.” 


They say in their suit that Brown’s poor response 


to sexual misconduct allegations violates numer- 
ous provisions of Title IX, the federal law barring 
gender-based discrimination, resulting in negli- 
gence, breach of contract, and “intentional inflic- 
tion of emotional distress.” 


They also say the university’s Title IX office is 
woefully undersized and that its training on sexual 
misconduct policies and procedures do not meet 
federal standards. 


The women named in the litigation are Chloe 
Burns, a 2019 graduate; Taja Hirata-Epstein, a 2020 
graduate; Katiana Soenen, a rising sophomore; and 
Carter Woodruff, who matriculated in 2016 but 
went on medical leave and is seeking reinstate- 
ment. The Associated Press does not generally 
identify alleged victims of sexual misconduct un- 
less they decide to speak out publicly. 





If granted by a judge, their class action suit would 
cover all women who attended Brown starting in 
2018 and were survivors of sexual violence. 


Evans said the women want a court order compel- 
ling the university to comply with federal Title IX 
requirements, as well as any damages allowable 
under law. 


The lawsuit follows protests this spring led by a 
student group critical of the university’s handling 
of sexual assault claims, said Elizabeth Bailey, an- 
other lawyer representing the women. But the 
problems at the university stretch back to 1985, she 
said, when survivors began a campaign of writing 
the names of their perpetrators on the library bath- 
room walls, she said. 





Other prominent colleges have recently settled 
lawsuits dealing with widespread sexual assault on 
campus. 


In March, the University of Southern California 
agreed to an $852 million settlement with more 
than 700 women who have accused the college’s 
longtime campus gynecologist of sexual abuse. 





In 2019, Dartmouth College settled a federal law- 
suit with nine women who sued the Ivy League in- 
stitution in New Hampshire over allegations that it 
ignored years of harassment and assault by former 
psychology department professors. That settle- 
ment included some $14 million in compensation 
for current and former students. 


Meanwhile Brown, which was founded in 1764 
and has more than 10,000 students, settled a fed- 
eral lawsuit in September challenging its decision 
to reduce several women’s varsity sports teams, in- 
cluding fencing, golf and skiing to club status. 
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Not normal.’ Ex-Cuomo aide details groping allegations 


(AP) — An aide who accused 
New York Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
of groping her said in her first 
televised interview that she was 
initially afraid to identify herself 
because she worried the gover- 
nor’s “enablers” would destroy 
her if she spoke up. 


Brittany Commisso, an executive as- 
sistant on Cuomo’s staff, detailed her 
interactions with the Democrat in a 
joint interview with CBS and The 
Times Union of Albany that was 
broadcast Monday as a key legislative 
committee met to discuss possible 
impeachment hearings. 


Commisso has spoken out before, 
first in an anonymous interview with 
the Times Union last winter, and 
then as one of 11 women who said 
they were sexually harassed by Cuo- 
mo whose allegations were detailed in 
a report by the state attorney general’s 
office last week. She was also the first 
woman to file a criminal complaint 
against Cuomo, giving a report to the 
county sheriff Thursday. 





But until now, the public hasn’t heard 
her tell her own story. 


“I was afraid that if I had to come for- 
ward and revealed my name, that the 
governor and his enablers, I like to 
call them, would viciously attack me, 
would smear my name, as I had seen 
and heard them do before to people,” 
said Commisso, now 32. 


She said she also wanted to protect 
her daughter, but now feels speaking 
out shows her that “she has a voice.” 


“I never want her to be afraid to

speak,” Commisso said. “I never 

want her to be afraid of any person in 

power, a man or a woman.” 


The interview aired as Cuomo faces 
another day under fire. 


The Assembly’s judiciary commit- 
tee met in executive session, behind 
closed doors, Monday to discuss 
how to wrap up an ongoing probe of 
Cuomo’s conduct with women, and 
of other matters, including the use of 
staff to help with his $5 million book 
deal and his administration’s decision 
to withhold full statistics on COV- 
ID-19 deaths in nursing homes from 


the public. 


After emerging, committee Chair 
Charles Lavine and Assembly Speak- 
er Carl Heastie promised to wrap up 
their inquiry and potentially have 
a vote on articles of impeachment 
“within weeks,” but they also laid out 
a timetable that is likely to disappoint 
people who want Cuomo out of of- 
fice now. 


The judiciary committee will contin- 
ue to meet in private through at least 
Aug. 23 to discuss the evidence. They 
plan to have public hearings featur- 


ing testimony from experts on sexual 
harassment and on impeachment 
procedures. Any vote to start an im- 
peachment trial would then trigger a 
30-day period for Cuomo to respond. 


In the meantime, the committee has 
started to receive hundreds of thou- 
sands of pages of documents and oth- 
er evidence gathered by the attorney 
general’s investigators. 





Lavine said the committee wanted to 
make sure any articles of impeach- 
ment were “airtight.” 


“I anticipate the governor and his at- 
torneys will challenge everything,” he 
said. 


Heastie, meanwhile, sought to tamp 
down speculation that a delay could 
give Cuomo an opportunity to nego- 
tiate a more graceful exit from office, 
perhaps by offering not to run for re- 
election. 


“I am not negotiating any deals,” he 
said. 


Scores of Democrats, including Pres- 
ident Joe Biden, have urged Cuomo 
to leave office. About two-thirds of 
state Assembly members have said 
they favor an impeachment trial if he 
refuses to resign, according to an As- 
sociated Press count. Only a simple 
majority vote is needed to begin an 
impeachment trial. 


Cuomo will be going into the fight 
without his former top aide, Melissa 
DeRosa, who resigned late Sunday, 
saying the past two years had been 
“emotionally and mentally trying.” 


The report made public by state At- 
torney General Letitia James said 
DeRosa played a lead role in trying 
to protect Cuomo from harassment 
claims. 


Among other things, it said she was 
involved in giving reporters person- 
nel memos about Lindsey Boylan, the 
first woman to accuse him publicly of 
harassment. The records described 
Boylan’s exit from the administration 
amid allegations that she’d mistreated 
her own staff. 


In her interview on CBS, Commisso 
said the attention that Cuomo gave 
her was not a normal friendliness, as 
the governor has characterized it. 


“Maybe to him, he thought this was 
normal. But to me and the other 
women that he did this to, it was not 
normal. It was not welcomed and it 
was certainly not consensual,” she 
said. 


She said he groped her for the first 
time on Dec. 31, 2019, when the gov- 
ernor suggested the two take a selfie 
together. 


“He was to my left. I was on the right. 


With my right hand, I took the selfie. 
I then felt while taking the selfie, his 
hand go down my back onto my butt, 
and he started rubbing it. Not sliding 
it. Not, you know, quickly brushing 
over it — rubbing my butt.” 





Commisso, who began working in 
the governor’s office in 2017, said this 
made her so nervous that her hands 
began to shake, making it difficult for 
her to even take the picture. 


“I was embarrassed,” she said. 


Commisso said Cuomo groped her a 
second time at the governor's man- 
sion in November 2020. 


After shutting the door, “He came 
back to me and that's when he put 
his hand up my blouse and cupped 
my breast over my bra,” she said. “I 
exactly remember looking down, see- 
ing his hand, which is a large hand, 
thinking to myself, ‘Oh, my God. 
This is happening.” 


Cuomo has repeatedly denied that 
the episode took place. 


In an interview with the attorney gen- 
eral's investigators, he said, “I would 
have to lose my mind to do such a 
thing” to a woman he hardly knew, 
with multiple staff members around. 


The Associated Press does not gener- 
ally identify alleged victims of sexual 
misconduct unless they decide to 
speak out publicly, as Commisso has 


done. 


Cuomo's lawyers have attacked the 
attorney general’s investigation as bi- 
ased in favor of his female accusers. 


Advisers close to Cuomo don’t ex- 
pect him to give up, even as his circle 
of allies willing to speak up for him in 
public shrinks. But even once-loyal 
Democratic allies say they don’t see 
him surviving. 


“Just politically, this is the Titanic. 
It’s just not going to float again,” said 
state Democratic Party Chair Jay Ja- 
cobs. 


Cuomo’s closest supporters now may 
be members of his family, including 
his brother and CNN anchor Chris 
Cuomo. His brother-in-law, fashion 
designer Kenneth Cole, has taken to 
social media in recent days to defend 
Cuomo’s “exemplary service.”

“At this point, we'll just do 
whatever we have to do,” Lisa 
Docherty said before heading 
in for a nasal swab. 


By early afternoon, passen- 
ger cars were waiting more 
than an hour at the Rain- 
bow Bridge to enter Niagara 
Falls, Ontario, from Niagara 
Falls, New York. There were 
no delays at two other west- 





ern New York crossings, the 
Peace Bridge in Buffalo and 
the Lewiston-Queenston 
Bridge in Lewiston. 


The U.S.-Canada border has 
been closed to nonessential 
travel since March 2020 to 
try to slow the spread of the 
coronavirus. 


The U.S. has said it will ex- 
tend its closure to all Canadi- 
ans making nonessential trips 
until at least Aug. 21, which 
also applies to the Mexican 
border. But the Biden ad- 
ministration is beginning to 
make plans for a phased re- 
opening. The main require- 
ment would be that nearly 
all foreign visitors to the U.S.

Aircratt help fight California wildfire as smoke clears 


(AP) - Thick smoke that 
held down winds and 
temperatures in the zone 
of the largest single wild- 
fire in California history 
cleared Monday from sce- 
nic forestlands, allowing 
firefighting aircraft to re- 
join the battle to contain 
the massive Dixie Fire. 


The newly clear skies will al- 
low more than two dozen he- 
licopters and two air tankers 
that have been grounded to 
fly again and make it safer for 
ground crews to maneuver. 


“With this kind of weather, 
fire activity will pick up. But 
the good thing is we can get 
aircraft up,” said fire spokes- 
man Ryan Bain. 


Winds were not expected to 
reach the ferocious speeds 
that helped the blaze explode 
in size last week. But they 
were still a concern for fire- 
fighters working in unprec- 
edented conditions to pro- 
tect thousands of threatened 
homes. 


Fueled by powerful gusts 
and bone-dry vegetation, the 
fire incinerated much of the 
small community of Green- 
ville last Wednesday and 
Thursday. At least 627 homes 
and other structures had 
been destroyed by Monday 
and another 14,000 buildings 
were still threatened in the 
northern Sierra Nevada. 

Damage 


reports are pre- 


liminary because assessment 
teams can't get into many ar- 
eas, officials said. 


The Dixie Fire, named for 
the road where it started 
nearly four weeks ago, grew 
to an area of 765 square miles 
(1,980 square kilometers) by 
Sunday evening and was just 
21% contained, according to 
the California Department of 
Forestry and Fire Protection. 
It had scorched an area more 
than twice the size of New 
York City. 


Four firefighters were taken 
to the hospital Friday after be- 
ing struck by a fallen branch. 
More than 30 people were 
initially reported missing, 
but by Monday the Plumas 
County Sheriff’s Office had 


accounted for all of them. 


With smoke clearing out 
above eastern portions of 
the fire, crews that had been 
directly attacking the front 
lines would be forced to re- 
treat and build containment 
lines farther back, said Dan 
McKeague, a fire information 
officer from the U.S. Forest 
Service. 


The blaze became the larg- 
est single fire in California’s 
recorded history, surpassing 
last year’s Creek Fire in the 
the state’s central valley agri- 
cultural region. 


The Dixie Fire is about half 
the size of the August Com- 
plex, a series of lightning- 


caused 2020 fires across seven 
counties that were fought to- 
gether and that state officials 
consider California’s largest 
wildfire overall. 


The fire’s cause was under 
investigation. Pacific Gas & 
Electric has said it may have 
been sparked when a tree fell 
on one of its power lines. A 
federal judge ordered PG&E 
on Friday to give details by 
Aug. 16 about the equipment 
and vegetation where the fire 
started. 


Gov. Gavin Newsom sur- 
veyed the damage in Green- 
ville over the weekend, 
writing on Twitter that “our 
hearts ache for this town.” 


Heat waves and histor- 
ic drought tied to climate

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change have made wildfires 
harder to fight in the Ameri- 
can West. Scientists have said 
climate change has made the 
region much warmer and 
drier in the past 30 years and 
will continue to make the 
weather more extreme and 
wildfires more frequent and 
destructive. 


Northwest of the Dixie Fire 
in the Shasta-Trinity Nation- 
al Forest, hundreds of homes 
remained threatened by two 
fires that continued to grow. 
About a quarter of the Mc- 
Farland Fire was contained. 
New evacuation orders were 
issued Monday for residents 
near the Monument Fire, 
which was only about 3% 
contained. 


South of the E Fire, fire- 


fighters prevented further 
growth of the River Fire, 
which broke out Wednesday 
near the community of Col- 
fax and destroyed 68 homes. 


Smoke from wildfires burn- 
ing in the U.S. West contin- 
ues to flow into parts of Col- 
orado and Utah, where the 
air quality in many areas was 
rated as unhealthy. Denver’s 
air quality improved on Sun- 
day, but the smoke has made 
the air there and in Salt Lake 
City among the worst in the 
world. 


California's fire season is on 
track to surpass last year’s 
season, which was the worst 
in recent recorded state his- 


tory. 
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Code red': UN scientists warn of worsening global warming 


Earth is getting so hot that 
temperatures in about a 
decade will probably blow 
past a level of warming 
that world leaders have 
sought to prevent, accord- 
ing to a report released 
Monday that the United 
Nations called a “code red 
for humanity.” 


“It’s just guaranteed that it’s 
going to get worse,” said re- 
port co-author Linda Mearns, 
a senior climate scientist at 
the U.S. National Center 
for Atmospheric Research. 
“Nowhere to run, nowhere 


to hide.” 


But scientists also eased back 
a bit on the likelihood of the 
absolute worst climate catas- 
trophes. 


The authoritative Intergov- 
ernmental Panel on Climate 
Change (IPCC) report, 
which calls climate change 
clearly human-caused and 
“unequivocal” and “an es- 
tablished fact,” makes more 
precise and warmer forecasts 
for the 21st century than it 
did last time it was issued in 
2013. 


Each of five scenarios for 
the future, based on how 
much carbon emissions are 
cut, passes the more strin- 
gent of two thresholds set in 
the 2015 Paris climate agree- 
ment. World leaders agreed 
then to try to limit warming 
to 1.5 degrees Celsius (2.7 
degrees Fahrenheit) above 
levels in the late 19th century 
because problems mount 
quickly after that. The world 
has already warmed nearly 
1.1 degrees Celsius (2 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) since then. 


Under each scenario, the 
report said, the world will 
cross the 1.5-degree-Celsius 
warming mark in the 2030s, 
earlier than some past predic- 
tions. Warming has ramped 
up in recent years, data 
shows. 


“Our report shows that we 
need to be prepared for going 
into that level of warming in 
the coming decades. But we 
can avoid further levels of 
warming by acting on green- 
house gas emissions,” said 
report co-chair Valerie Mas- 
son-Delmotte, a climate sci- 
entist at Frances Laboratory 
of Climate and Environment 
Sciences at the University of 
Paris-Saclay. 


In three scenarios, the world 
will also likely exceed 2 de- 


erees Celsius (3.6 degrees 
Fahrenheit) over pre-indus- 
trial times — the less strin- 
gent Paris goal — with far 
worse heat waves, droughts 
and flood-inducing down- 
pours unless there are deep 
emissions cuts, the report 
said. 





“This report tells us that re- 
cent changes in the climate 
are widespread, rapid and 
intensifying, unprecedented 
in thousands of years,” said 
IPCC Vice Chair Ko Barrett, 
senior climate adviser for the 
U.S. National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration. 


With crucial international 
climate negotiations coming 
up in Scotland in November, 
world leaders said the report 
is causing them to try harder 
to cut carbon pollution. U.S. 
Secretary of State Anthony 
Blinken called it “a stark re- 
minder.” 


The  3,000-plus-page re- 
port from 234 scientists said 
warming is already accelerat- 
ing sea level rise and wors- 
ening extremes such as heat 
waves, droughts, floods and 
storms. Tropical cyclones are 
getting stronger and wetter, 
while Arctic sea ice is dwin- 
dling in the summer and 
permafrost is thawing. All of 
these trends will get worse, 
the report said. 


For example, the kind of heat 
wave that used to happen 
only once every 50 years now 
happens once a decade, and 
if the world warms another 
degree Celsius (1.8 degrees 
Fahrenheit), it will happen 
twice every seven years, the 
report said. 





As the planet warms, places 
will get hit more not just 
by extreme weather but by 
multiple climate disasters at 
once, the report said. That’s 
like what’s now happening in 
the Western U.S., where heat 
waves, drought and wild- 
fires compound the damage, 
Mearns said. Extreme heat is 
also driving massive fires in 
Greece and Turkey. 





Some harm from climate 
change — dwindling ice 
sheets, rising sea levels and 
changes in the oceans as they 
lose oxygen and become 
more acidic — is “irrevers- 
ible for centuries to millen- 
nia,” the report said. 


The world is “locked in” to 
15 to 30 centimeters (6 to 12 
inches) of sea level rise by 


mid-century, said report co- 
author Bob Kopp of Rutgers 
University. 


Scientists have issued this 
message for more than three 
decades, but the world hasn’t 
listened, said United Nations 
Environment Program Ex- 
ecutive Director Inger An- 
dersen. 


Por the first time, the report 
offers an interactive atlas for 
people to see what has hap- 
pened and may happen to 
where they live. 


Nearly all of the warming 
that has happened on Earth 
can be blamed on emissions 
of heat-trapping gases such 
as carbon dioxide and meth- 
ane. At most, natural forces 
or simple randomness can 
explain one- or two-tenths of 
a degree of warming, the re- 
port said. 

The report described five dif- 
ferent future scenarios based 
on how much the world 
reduces carbon emissions. 
They are: a future with in- 
credibly large and quick pol- 
lution cuts; another with in- 
tense pollution cuts but not 
quite as massive; a scenario 
with moderate emission cuts; 
a fourth scenario where cur- 
rent plans to make small pol- 
lution reductions continue; 
and a fifth possible future in- 
volving continued increases 
in carbon pollution. 


In five previous reports, the 
world was on that final hot- 
test path, often nicknamed 
“business as usual.” But this 
time, the world is some- 
where between the moderate 
path and the small pollution 
reductions scenario because 
of progress to curb climate 
change, said report co-author 
Claudia Tebaldi, a scientist at 
the U.S. Pacific Northwest 
National Lab. 

While calling the report “a 
code red for humanity,” U.N. 
Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres kept a sliver of hope 
that world leaders could still 
somehow prevent 1.5 degrees 
of warming, which he said is 
“perilously close.” 


Alok Sharma, the president 
of the upcoming climate ne- 
gotiations in Scotland, urged 
leaders to do more so they 
can “credibly say that we have 
kept 1.5 degrees alive.” 


“Anything we can do to limit, 
to slow down, 1s going to pay 
off,” Tebaldi said. “And if we 
cannot get to 1.5, it’s prob- 


ably going to be painful, but 
it’s better not to give up.” 


In the report’s worst-case 
scenario, the world could 
be around 3.3 degrees Cel- 
sius (5.9 degrees Fahrenheit) 
hotter than now by the end 
of the century. But that sce- 
nario looks increasingly un- 
likely, said report co-author 
and climate scientist Zeke 
Hausfather, climate change 
director of the Breakthrough 
Institute. 


“We are a lot less likely to get 
lucky and end up with less 
warming than we thought,” 
Hausfather said. “At the same 
time, the odds of ending up 
in a much worse place than 
we expected if we do reduce 
our emissions are notably 
lower.” 





The report also said ultra- 
catastrophic disasters 
commonly called “tipping 
points,” like ice sheet collaps- 
es and the abrupt slowdown 
of ocean currents — are “low 
likelihood” but cannot be 
ruled out. The much talked- 
about shutdown of Atlantic 
ocean currents, which would 
trigger massive weather 
shifts, is something that’s un- 
likely to happen in this cen- 


tury, Kopp said. 


A “major advance” in the un- 
derstanding of how fast the 
world warms with each ton 
of carbon dioxide emitted 
allowed scientists to be far 
more precise in the scenarios 
in this report, Mason-Del- 
motte said. 





In a new move, scientists 
emphasized how cutting air- 
borne levels of methane — 
a powerful but short-lived 
gas that has soared to record 
levels — could help curb 
short-term warming. Lots 
of methane the atmosphere 
comes from leaks of natural 
gas, a major power source. 
Livestock also produces large 
amounts of the gas, a good 
chunk of it in cattle burps. 


More than 100 countries 
have made informal pledges 
to achieve “net zero” hu- 
man-caused carbon dioxide 
emissions sometime around 
mid-century, which will be 
a key part of the negotiations 
in Scotland. The report said 
those commitments are es- 
sential. 


“It is still possible to forestall 
many of the most dire 1m- 
pacts,” Barrett said. 
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New Iran IPOD calls Macron about stalled nuclear talks 





(AP) — In his first phone 
call to a Western leader, 
the new president of Iran 
asked his French coun- 
terpart Monday to help 


secure Iran’s “rights” in 
now-stalled talks to revive 
Tehran's nuclear deal with 
world powers. 


Ebrahim Raisi, the hard-line 
cleric and protégé of Iran's 





supreme leader who took 
office last week, told French 
President Emmanuel Ma- 
cron that the U.S. and Euro- 
pean Union must implement 
their commitments under 
the landmark 2015 deal, the 
official IRNA news agency 
reported. 


France, alongside the U.S., 
Germany, Britain, Russia and 


China, was part of the origi- 
nal 2015 nuclear agreement 
and has played a prominent 
role as intermediary. 


“In any negotiation, the rights 
of the Iranian nation should 
be secured and guaranteed,” 
he said, criticizing the U.S. 
for abandoning the accord 
and reimposing crushing 
sanctions under former Pres- 
ident Donald Trump. 


Even as tensions rise in the 
region and Tehran gradu- 
ally abandons its own com- 
mitments under the nuclear 
deal, Raisi’s remarks signal 
the new  administration’s 
willingness to return to the 
table. The parties to the 
agreement have convened in 
Vienna over the last several 
months to resuscitate the ac- 
cord, which reined in Iran’s 


nuclear program in exchange 
for sanctions relief. The talks 
ended in June with no date 
set for their resumption. 


Macron, for his part, called 
on Iran to “quickly resume 
negotiations in Vienna in or- 
der to get to a conclusion and 
put an end without delay to 
all the nuclear activities it is 
carrying out in breach of the 
agreement,” the French gov- 
ernment statement said. 


In the days before Raisi’s in- 
auguration, the region saw a 
series of escalations, includ- 
ing an explosive-laden drone 
attack on an Israeli-linked 
ship off the coast of Oman 
that killed two crew mem- 
bers. The West has blamed 
Iran for the assault, though 
Tehran has denied involve- 
ment. 


Speaking to Macron, Raisi 
emphasized that Iran “is very 
serious about providing se- 
curity and preserving deter- 
rence in the Persian Gulf and 
Sea of Oman.” 


The country routinely “con- 
fronts offenders of security,” 


he added. 


On Lebanon, France’s for- 
mer colony where Iran wields 
ereat influence through its 
patronage of the militant He- 
zbollah group, Raisi thanked 
Paris for its support to the 
country during its historic 
financial crisis. He said Iran 
welcomes anything that ad- 
vances “the stability, security 
and improvement of the eco- 
nomic situation of Lebanese 
people.” 





Belarus leader denies repression a year after disputed vote 


(AP) — Belarus’ authori- 
tarian leader on Monday 
denied that his govern- 
ment unleashed massive 
repression of dissent after 
his re-election a year ago 
triggered a monthslong 
wave of mass protests, 
even as his law enforce- 
ment officials admitted 
receiving nearly 5,000 
complaints about beatings 
and torture. 


President Alexander Lukash- 
enko’s remarks came dur- 
ing an epic eight-hour press 
conference on the anniver- 
sary of the vote that handed 
him a sixth term but was de- 
nounced by the opposition 
and the West as rigged. 


The event, during which Lu- 
kashenko lashed out at West- 
ern journalists while some 
Belarusian reporters and 
bloggers emotionally defend- 
ed his government’s actions, 
came as Belarus faces grow- 
ing pressure from the West 
over its treatment of govern- 
ment critics. 


Lukashenko asserted that 
the Aug. 9, 2020 presidential 
election was carried out in 
“total transparency” and that 
the opposition “who called 
for bashing the authorities 
(were preparing) for a coup.” 


Belarus was shaken by the 
protests, the largest of which 
drew up to 200,000 people. 
Authorities responded with 
a crackdown that saw more 
than 35,000 people arrested 


and thousands beaten by 
police. Leading opposition 
figures have been jailed or 
forced to leave the country. 


Lukashenko, who has ruled 
Belarus with an iron fist for 
27 years, has denounced his 
opponents as foreign stooges 
and accused the U.S. and its 
allies of plotting to overthrow 
his government. 


He has vaguely promised 
to step down after Belarus 
adopts a new constitution 
but kept quiet about when it 
might happen. On Monday, 
Lukashenko said it would 
happen “very soon.” 


The authorities have ramped 
up their crackdown in recent 
months, targeting indepen- 
dent journalists and democ- 
racy activists with raids and 
arrests and even diverting a 
plane to the capital of Minsk 
and arresting a dissident 
aboard. 


A total of 29 journalists are 
behind bars, awaiting trials or 
serving their sentences. More 
than 100 non-governmental 
organizations are facing clo- 
sure. 





On Monday evening, Be- 
larus’ Supreme Court ruled 
to formally dissolve the Be- 
larusian PEN Center, an as- 
sociation of writers led by 
Svetlana Alexievich, the win- 
ner of the 2015 Nobel Prize 
in literature and member of 
the opposition’s Coordina- 
tion Council. 





Lukashenko on Monday de- 
nied that there was any re- 
pression in Belarus, adding: 
“To unleash repressions in 
Belarus is (the same as) to 
shoot myself. I know it well 
and I will never cross that 
line.” 


Several hours later, however, 
pressed by foreign journal- 
ists about numerous reports 
of beatings and torture used 
against peaceful demonstra- 
tors, the president acknowl- 
edged that some may have 
“gotten it” from law enforce- 
ment but said that was only 
because they “came to the 
barricades with knives and 


blades.” 


The head of Belarus’ Inves- 
tigative Committee, Dmitry 
Gora, told the press confer- 
ence that law enforcement 
received nearly 5,000 com- 
plaints about beatings and 
torture, but Lukashenko dis- 
missed them as not based on 
facts. 


The pressure on dissent in 
Belarus has elicited interna- 
tional outrage, and the U.S. 
and European Union have 
slapped Belarus with sanc- 
tions that target top govern- 
ment officials and key sectors 
of the country’s economy. 


In response, Lukashenko has 
said his country will not try 
to stem a flow of illegal mi- 
erants to neighboring EU 
nations. Lithuania has faced 
a surge of mostly Iraqi mi- 


grants it has blamed on Lu- 
kashenko’s government. 


On Monday, the president 
also threatened to stop coop- 
erating with the U.S. in the 
fight against the smuggling 
of radioactive materials if the 
sanctions continue. 


“Who needs some dirty ex- 
plosives going to the Euro- 
pean Union?” Lukashenko 
said. “We’re not blackmail- 
ing, we're not threatening, 
we're forced to react.” 


Last week, Belarus once again 
drew international attention. 
At the Tokyo Games, a Be- 
larusian Olympic sprinter 
accused the country’s of- 
ficials of trying to force her 
onto a plane back to Belarus 
after she publicly criticized 
the management of her team. 
Krystsina Tsimanouskaya re- 
fused to board the plane and 
has sought refuge in Poland. 


In his first comment on her 
case, Lukashenko accused the 
sprinter of being a foreign 
stooge, saying “she wouldn’t 
have done it herself if she 
hadn’t been manipulated.” 


Around the same time, a 
Belarusian activist who ran 
a group in Ukraine helping 
Belarusians fleeing persecu- 
tion was found hanged in 
Kyiv. His allies allege that 
Belarus’ authorities were be- 


hind his death. 
Lukashenko brushed off the 


accusations and demanded 


that Ukraine investigate 
Vitaly Shishov’s death. “It 
needs to be figured out. But 
if you’ve accused us, (put) 
facts on the table. Facts on 


the table!” he said. 


Sviatlana  “Tsikhanouskaya, 
Lukashenko’s top challenger 
in last year’s election, left 
Belarus under government 
pressure and is now in exile 
in Lithuania. She said Mon- 
day that “the regime” in 
Minsk had turned into a “ter- 
rorist one” and urged West- 
ern nations to impose more 
sanctions on Lukashenko’s 
government. 


Speaking during a joint brief- 
ing with Lithuanian Foreign 
Minister Gabrielus Lands- 
bergis, Tsikhanouskaya said 
her team is working on 
“bringing closer an interna- 
tional tribunal over the re- 
eime’s crimes.” 


Landsbergis said the interna- 
tional community should not 
recognize any international 
agreements signed by the “il- 
legal president” Lukashenko. 


The U.K. on Monday an- 
nounced tightened economic 
sanctions against Belarus. 
New sanctions were also an- 
nounced by U.S. President 
Joe Biden and the govern- 
ment of Canada. 


Other Western officials 
marked the anniversary of 
the election with messages 
of support for the people of 
Belarus.

(AP) — Peyton's Place is 
now in Canton at the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. 


The only five-time NFL 
MVP and a two-time Super 
Bowl winner who left the 
game five years ago with a 
slew of passing records was 
enshrined Sunday night with 
other members of the class 
of 2021. The stadium rocked 
with cheers from fans in 
Colts blue or Broncos orange 
— the two franchises he took 
to the top — when Manning 
was introduced. 


The man who could spend 
seemingly endless moments 
changing plays at the line 
then jabbed at the time lim- 
its set by the hall because of 
19 acceptance speeches this 
weekend. The 2020 class and 
a special centennial class had 
their enshrinements delayed 
a year by the COVID-19 
pandemic. 


“The 2021 induction class 
wants to thank those pre- 
vious inductees who gave 
long-winded acceptance 
speeches,” said Manning, 
who was presented by his 
father, Archie, himself a Col- 
lege Football Hall of Fame 
member. “Forcing us to have 
a whopping six minutes to 
recap our football careers. I 
want to give a special thanks 
to my old rival Ray Lewis for 
being here tonight. Ray just 
finished giving his speech 
that he started in 2018.” 


Joining Manning in this 
year’s class were two other 
first-time eligibles, defensive 
back Charles Woodson — 
who beat out Manning for 
the 1997 Heisman Trophy — 
and receiver Calvin Johnson. 
Also in the class were safety 
John Lynch, a seven-time 
finalist before getting in; 
guard Alan Faneca, a premier 
blocker for 13 seasons, win- 
ning a Super Bowl with Pitts- 
burgh and making six All-Pro 
teams; coach Tom Flores, 
who led the Raiders to two 
titles; Cowboys wideout 
Drew Pearson, a 1970s NFL 
All-Decade player; and Steel- 
ers super scout Bill Nunn. 


Manning gave a shoutout to 
Tom Brady, who he invited 
to the ceremony, noting that 
it will be 2035 before Brady, 
now 44, will have been re- 
tired long enough to be en- 
shrined. 


As for the NFL itself, Man- 
ning urged anyone involved 
in the league to “ignite the 
future of the sport. If not, we 
are not doing football justice. 
It is about nurturing football 
to live another day, another 
year ... The future of this 
game is ours to shape.” 


His fellow entrants into the 
hall shape up pretty nicely in 
the pro football pantheon. 


Flores, the first man to win 
Super Bowls as a player, as- 
sistant coach and head coach, 
was a backup quarterback 


for the Chiefs in the fourth 
Super Bowl, a Raiders assis- 
tant to John Madden in the 
11th, and head coach when 
the Raiders won the 15th and 
18th games. 


Flores, of Mexican descent, 
long ago became a hero to 
the Latino community, a 
symbol of success on and off 
the field. He emphasized the 
importance of passion on the 
road to success. 


“You don’t get there alone,” 
he said. “It doesn’t happen 
in a vacuum. A lot of people 
helped me ... Raider Nation 
is everywhere.” 


So is Steeler Nation, particu- 
larly this weekend when five 
members of the organization 
were inducted. Faneca over- 
came bouts with epilepsy to 
become one of the premier 
offensive linemen in the 
NFL; he takes daily pills to 
deal with his condition and 
has not had a seizure in about 
elght years. 


“Instinctively I knew I was 
not going to allow anything 
to prevent me from fulfilling 
my dream,” he said. “Epi- 
lepsy is part of me, but that 
does not define me. We are in 
charge of our destiny. 





Woodson, who is from Ohio 
— though he went to Michi- 
gan — began by singing 
praise for his mother, who 
presented him. 


“I love my mama, man,” 
Woodson said, his eyes well- 
ing up. “look no further than 
my mama to know where I 
get it from: the passion, the 
hard work. It comes from my 
mama.” 


Woodson was 1998 Defen- 
sive Rookie of the Year with 
Oakland and won Defensive 
Player of the Year honors 11 
years later as a Packer. He 
also won a Super Bowl with 
Green Bay. 


Johnson, just 35 — only 
Jim Brown and Gale Say- 
ers were younger inductees 
— finished his nine-year ca- 
reer with 731 receptions for 
11,619 yards and 83 TDs. 
He explained how, despite 
his seemingly indestructible 
nickname of Megatron, he 
played nearly all of his career 
in pain. 


“I still made up my mind Pd 
be the most dominant receiv- 
er in the NEL,” said. 


Lynch, a finalist for seven 
years before getting the call, 
who won a Super Bowl in 
Tampa Bay and also starred 
with Denver for four sea- 
sons after 11 with the Bucs. 
He was the key to the Tam- 
pa-2 defense, a “coach on the 
field” according to his former 
coach, Tony Dungy, and one 
of the surest tackler the NFL 
has seen. 


“What a privilege to be in- 
ducted in this brotherhood,” 


Lynch said. “It takes a lot 
of belief to get to this stage. 
However, belief has to be 
nurtured time and time 
again. One person can make 
a difference. I encourage each 
and every one of you to be 
that person.” 





Pearson was a standout re- 
ceiver for Dallas from 1973- 
83, a three-time All-Pro who 
made the NFĽs 1970s All- 
Decade Team. He was the 
only position player from 
that squad not in the hall. 


Pearson, of course, caught 
Roger Staubach’s winning 
touchdown pass in a 1975 
playoff game at Minnesota 
that is considered the original 
Hail Mary. But he should be 
recognized for 557 catches, 
including postseason, for 
nearly 9,000 yards and 56 
touchdowns. 


“It’s not about how long it 
takes to get here,” Pearson 
said, “but more about how 
you wait. My wait was sup- 
ported by my faith.” 


The late Nunn was among 
America’s most prominent 
Black sports journalists before 
going to work for the Steelers 
and mining the historically 
Black colleges for talent. He 
was as much a contributor to 
the Pittsburgh dynasty as the 
players he discovered, which 
included Hall of Famers John 
Stallworth, Mel Blount and 
Donnie Shell. 





Rockies say fan wasn't yelling racial 


(AP) The Colorado 
Rockies said a fan sus- 
pected of repeatedly yell- 
ing a racial slur at Florida 
outfielder Lewis Brinson 
was actually hollering at 
“Dinger,” the club's pur- 
ple, polka-dotted dino- 


saur mascot. 


The team said Monday that 
fans who were seated nearby 
contacted the club in defense 
of the fan after 1t put out a 
statement saying it was dis- 
gusted by epithets hurled at 
Brinson when he was up in 
the ninth inning of Colora- 
do’s 13-8 victory Sunday. 





The club then contacted the 
fan, who explained it was just 
a big misunderstanding and 
that he was only trying to get 
the attention of Dinger, who 
was two sections over. 


The Rockies did not identify 


the fan. 


The man’s shouts were 
picked up by both teams’ 
broadcasts although the Bally 
Sports Florida broadcast was 
clearer than Colorado's be- 
cause Rockies broadcaster 
Drew Goodman was talking 
at the time. 


Nobody on the field, includ- 
ing Brinson, reacted to the 
shouts. 


After the game, Marlins 
spokesman Jason Latimer 
said the team was aware of 
the clip. 





“Neither Lewis, nor any oth- 
er Marlins on the field or in 
the dugout, heard what was 
shouted,” he said in a text 
message to The Associated 
Press. “We brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of the 
Rockies. How the matter is 


being handled, I would have 
to defer to them.” 


The Rockies condemned the 
suspected conduct in a state- 
ment released Sunday night. 


“The Colorado Rockies are 
disgusted at the racial slur 
by a fan directed at the Mar- 
lins’ Lewis Brinson during 
the ninth inning of today’s 
game,” the team said. “Al- 
though the subject was not 
identified prior to the end of 
the game, the Rockies are still 
investigating this incident. 


Fans had started to fill the 
lower deck of the stadium 
in the late innings, moving 
closer for a postgame concert 
that was part of a Faith Day 
celebration. 


Team officials weren’t able 
to debrief ushers in the area 
where the fan shouted until 


slur at Marlins player 


after the concert ended about 
an hour later. 


Brinson got two hits and 
scored twice, and drew a 
walk in the ninth inning. The 
27-year-old Brinson is in 
his fifth season in the major 
leagues. 





After the game, the Marlins 
flew to San Diego, where 
they start a series Monday 
night. 


The Rockies don’t plan to 
make any changes to the 
mascot’s name. 
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Fewer medals, more heart for US at a most unusual Olympics 





(AP) — Kara Winger is the 


American  record-hold- 
er in the javelin throw 
who just wrapped up her 
fourth Olympics. She has 
never finished higher than 
sixth place. 


When she got the call over 
the weekend telling her she 
would be carrying the flag 
Sunday for the United States 
at the closing ceremony of 
the Tokyo Games, her first 


reaction was “shock.” 


“I expected tweets with 
people saying “What has she 
done?”” Winger said. 


Turns out, an awful lot over 
a career that has spanned two 
decades. That the American 
athletes chose her as flagbear- 
er is a fitting lens through 
which to view the U.S. ac- 


complishments at these 
Games. 
The Americans won 113 


medals, which, for the fifth 
straight Summer Games, was 
double-digits more than the 
nearest competition. It was, 


however, eight fewer than 
what they won five years ago 
in a Rio de Janeiro Olympics 
with fewer events. 





When the athletes voted for 
Winger to represent them, 
they tapped into the core 
message resonating inside 
a fractured, fractious U.S. 
Olympic family over the 
last few years: The medals 
shouldn’t matter more than 
the athletes who win them. 
Or sometimes not matter at 


all. 


“We spent a ton of energy 
on creating an environment 
where people could be heard, 
and feel safe to be heard,” 
said Sarah Hirshland, who 
came on as the CEO of the 
U.S. Olympic and Paralym- 
pic Committee in 2018. 


She was tasked with repair- 
ing the damage from sexual- 
abuse cases that led athletes 
to wonder if they were valued 
for more than simply what 
they won. 


If Winger as flagbearer is one 


sign that the USOPC has 
made some headway, then 
Simone Biles gets credit for 
making sure the message 
stayed front-and-center de- 
spite the hectic, pandemic- 
tainted run-up to an Olym- 
pics. 


The willingness of the high- 
est-profile athlete at the 
Games to step away because 
it didn’t feel right, and to 
place her personal welfare 
over victory for herself and 
country, was startling at first. 


Much more than costing 
medals, what Biles did was 
re-center the focus. As the 
Olympics moved into their 
second week, all but the most 
cynical observers started cel- 
ebrating athletes for winning 
bronze — or nothing — even 
if they were picked to win 


gold. 


“These are not the USOPC’s 
medals, these are the athletes’ 
medals,” Hirshland explained 
as the Biles decision was still 
reverberating. 





That was part of what Hirsh- 
land pitched as a new outlook 


for the USOPC. 


Leading up to the Games, 
the USOPC introduced 
new mental-health offerings 
and created a new athlete- 
service division — first as a 
nod to the fallout from the 
sex-abuse cases, then as a re- 
source to help athletes cope 
with a yearlong delay and the 
COVID pandemic. 


Their offices stayed busy 
over the 17 days in Tokyo. 


In the end, COVID-19 
knocked out only four of the 
600-plus athletes officially 
named to the team, a remark- 
able logistical challenge in a 
pandemic that came with its 
share of stumbles and cri- 
tiques. Some athletes who 
worked all their lives to get 
to this point were bitter that 
they couldn’t share the trip 
with friends, family or fans. 


That was largely a decision 
by local organizers that left 
the USOPC with limited op- 


tions. 


Still, Hirshland and the rest 
of the federation leaders are 
bound to hear their fair share 
of critiques — if not about 
Tokyo, then about what lies 
ahead. 


The Beijing Games start a 
scant 180 days from Sunday’s 
closing act in Tokyo. Much as 
the USOPC was forced into 
playing a lead role in chang- 
ing the outlook on the IOC’s 
rule banning demonstrations, 
it will be pressed by some to 
boycott those Games as a sign 
of protest of China’s much- 
criticized human-rights re- 
cord. The federation almost 
certainly won’t go down that 
road, but the questions will 
persist. 


So will doubts about its ef- 
fectiveness in putting ath- 
letes first. A snapshot: One 
program designed to funnel 
more money into athletes’ 
pockets through sponsor- 
ship deals has been lauded by 
some, but criticized by others 
in the tightly knit world of 
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agents who deal with Olym- 
pic clients. 


And the USOPC is still in- 
volved in a number of law- 
suits stemming from abuse 
cases so expect more 
negative headlines about the 
organization for months and 
years to come. 


The federation also must 
figure out how to keep its 
NCAA pipeline rolling, and 
determine whether new rules 
that allow college athletes to 
make money off their names 
and likenesses will hurt or 
help the Olympic operation. 


And, like it or not, the medal 
count did fall by 6%, even 
though there were more 
sports and more medals to be 
won. If it happens again three 
years from now in Paris, with 
the Los Angeles Olympics on 
deck, it stands to reason not 
everyone will be so sanguine. 


And yet, there's a reason 
Winger got the nod to carry 
the flag Sunday night. 


Her fellow Olympians ap- 
preciated the story of an ath- 
lete who devoted her life to 
throwing the javelin — “A 
lot of us are in weird sports,” 
Winger acknowledged 
knowing the rewards 
wouldn't all be hanging from 
her neck in the end. 


“An absolute joy,” Winger 
said. “I don’t know what the 
medals feel like, but I don’t 
think Pll ever top this honor. 
And for me, that’s totally, to- 
tally fine.” 





Messi's arrival at PSG would give coach tactical headache 


(AP) — If Lionel Messi does be- 
come the latest star to help Paris 
Saint-Germain’s quest to win the 
elusive Champions League, coach 
Mauricio Pochettino must work 
out the best way to accommodate 
him in a top-heavy attack. 


Messi bid a tearful farewell to Bar- 
celona on Sunday. At the same time, 
PSG was in talks with his team try- 
ing to finalize a deal to sign him amid 
reports Messi had flown to Paris on 
Sunday for a meeting. 


Talk of Messi’s imminent arrival led 
several hundred PSG fans to wait 
outside Le Bourget airport, to the 
north of Paris, which is often used by 
PSG and the national team. 


Messi would become the biggest star 
to arrive at Parc des Princes since 


cash-rich Qatari owners QSI took 
over the club 10 years ago. 


Messi’s arrival would surpass even 
the fanfare of Neymar’s world-record 
signing for 222 million euros ($261 
million) from Barcelona in 2017, or 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic’s brazenly self- 
promoting presentation by the Eiffel 
Tower in 2012. 


They never won a Ballon d’Or, let 
alone the record six Messi has. 


The soccer great’s staggering tally of 
672 goals for Barca includes an ex- 
traordinary 50-goal season in 2012; 
96 league goals and a remarkable 133 
overall across 2012 and 2013; eight 
Spanish league and six Champions 
League scoring titles. 


Not to mention four Champions 


League trophies with Barcelona, a 
record 91 goals in a calendar year for 
club and country, and a Copa Ameri- 
ca title with Argentina. 


Even Messi’s age — he’s 34 — will 
have little impact on the huge antici- 
pation that his arrival would generate 
within French soccer and beyond. 


But where is Pochettino, a fellow Ar- 
gentine, going to play him in attack 
which includes Neymar, France’s 
World Cup star Kylian Mbappe, Copa 
America match-winner Angel Di Ma- 
ria and sharpshooter Mauro Icardi? 


Icardi looks certain to fall behind in 
the pecking order and could even be 
sold or loaned to take some weight 


off the club’s huge wage bill. 


Pochettino needs to decide whether 


to use Di Maria in a four-man attack 
at the risk of unbalancing midfield. 
PSG showed last season — and in 
the way it conceded a soft goal from a 
corner against Troyes — that it needs 
protection at the back.
